Un&er penalty of perjury I, Thomas J. Jacobsen attest the follwing
statements to be truthful and to the best of my knowledge accurate
accounts of past dealings with Christopher P. Lynch and WYLR*FM in

Glens Falls, New York.

- I have been employed at Normandy Broadcasting since 1986. I have

worked specifically for WYLR since the Fall of 1989.

After reviewing Mr. Lynch's programming proffer I can attest that
from my time with Normandy on WYLR all events from that point on listed
on the proffer did occur, and were aired on WYLR. I will safely add
that some of Mr. Lynch's approximations in saturation were very , very

conservative.

For example, WYLR's committment to the Adirondack Chapter of The
American Red Cross on Blood donor/mobiles is much more in detail and
saturation on WYLR than the proffer notes. I personally have done 4
hour long remotes at Bloodmobiles and have broadcast while actually
donating'myself. I have interviewed members of the American Red Cross
and have gotten into detailed information on H.I.V. and the Aids scare

which put a monstrous dent in local blood banks.
